Last Sunday In St. Paul, Minn., Revival 


Forty-five minutes ago I re- 
turned from an office, where with 
the help cf a Christian friend, the 
joy was mine of leading to Christ 
a Jewish business man. Two hours 
we stayed, on through the noon 
hour. The friend opened the way 
by saying, “You about had me 
down the other day, with some 
questions I could not answer. Now 
give this preacher a chance.” He 
had the Jewish man to come by 
for a check, kept the check till 


twe got well started, and then God 
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had touched the heart of this soul- 
hungry Jew and he stayed till at 
last, after we other two had 
prayed, he too prayed, asking God 
to save him, and saying, “Lord 
I will trust you now and follow 
all the light you give me!’ God 
wonderfully helped to break down 
his unbelief in the Bible, his re- 
jection of the Virgin Birth of 
Christ, his prejudice against Chris- 
tianity because he had been so 
abused and hated by Gentile boys 
as a child and because of sorry 
living Christians. Again and again 
I felt led to bring him back to the 
things he must face, his sins, death, 
a Creator, and eternity somewhere. 
I insisted that if he were sincere 
he would seek God till he knew, 
and that God would show him the 
Bible was true and that Christ was 


' the Son of God, if he followed the 


| light God gave, and surrendered 
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in childlike faith. Praise. the Lord 
for a wonderful experience! He 
seemed not to get away from my 
insistence that if God loved men 
and gave a Saviour for sin, only 
a wicked rebellious’ heart would 
fail to seek Him and love Him. 
God’s Spirit and God’s Word 
brought the result, with the help 
of a real Christian business man 
who loves sinners! I am sending 
this fine intelligent Jew my book 
The Coming Kingdom of Christ, 
at his eager request, that he may 
learn the fascinating things God 
has ahead for His people Israel. 

This revival at Temple Baptist 
Church, St. Paul, Minnesota, is 
rapidly drawing to a close. This is 
Tuesday; tomorrow night I give 
my last message. Thursday I will 
spend in Chicago with my brother 
Bill Rice in Moody Bible Institute, 
with his lovely wife. and young 
daughter and seeing some friends, 
and then Friday night at 8:30 I 
plan, God willing, to arrive in 
Dallas. 


God has blessed the revival and 
there have been some sweet and 


never-to-be-forgotten hours. Sun- 
day there were 41 people who 
came forward in response to the 
invitation. Most of these were new 
converts, a few were backsliders, 
and a few, already saved, came for 
church membership. In the 41, two 
were duplications, that is, they 
came in one service to accept 
Christ and came in another serv- 
ice for church membership and 
baptism. (Of, course this number 
does not count Christians who 
came forward for rededication and 
confession of failure and sin, as 
many did in the afternoon serv- 
ice.) A fine number of men were 
saved, heads of families. I spoke 
five times, dealt between times 
with many inquirers, and was nat- 
urally tired, but the best service 
of the day was the last one, when 
the message was “The Great White 
Throne Judgment of The Unsaved 


Dead,”’ and many were saved. What 
joy to see people saved! 


In this great Cathclic city where 
so little is known of the simple 
salvation God offers through faith 
in the shed blood of His Son, it 
is proper and necessary to deal 
carefully and in detail with all 
who come. How hungry people are 
for the Gospel, when once God's 
Spirit begins to move their hearts! 
How definite and clear are the 
conversions! 


Last Friday night after I 
preached on the Ten Virgins and 
what will happen when Jesus 
comes, I closed the service in gr ef 
because no one came. But before 
I could leave the front people 
crowded around me wanting help. 
A Catholic young woman came 
with two friends, waited for me, 
had them: to tell me she wanted 
to be saved. How easy it was to 
lead her to trust in Christ! A man 
waited, perhaps fifty-five years old, 
for whom his wife had prayed for 
many years. With many tears he 
trusted Christ. How happy the 
praises of his wife last night as 
he was baptized, I leave you to 
imagine. A drunkard waited also, 
with liquor on his breath, with 
whom the pastor dealt, and I trust 


God, spoke.to.his soul... 


Last Thursday night fifteen were 
baptized, and last night (Monday) 
fourteen more, twenty-nine al- 
ready. A good many others will be 
baptized in the next baptizing 
soon, God willing. Pastor W. H. 
Murk makes a beautiful ceremony 
of it. He is doing a blessed work 
here, or God through him. 


Last night a woman came to 
speak to me after the service, who 
could hardly believe God would 
save her. She had had such a hard 
sinful life, that it seemed almost 
too good to be true. A good Chris- 
tian woman with her told me, 
“She has been singing at her work 
all the week, a thing she never did 
before.” The woman burst into 
tears, weeping on her friend’s 
shoulder, but when Brother Murk 
supposed she was doubting about 
her salvation she brushed the tears 
away at once to say that since 
Sunday night a week ago, when 
she trusted Christ, it had been the 
happiest time she had ever known!

WATER FOR THE THIRSTY

(1) “If any man thirst, let 
him come unto me and drink.” 
(2) “And let him that is 
athirst come, and whosoever 
will let him take of the water 

of life freely” (Rev. 22:17). 

(3) “But whosoever drinketh 
of the water that I shall give 
him shall never thirst; but the 
water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting 
life” (John 4:14). 

(4) “Ho, everyone that 
thirsteth, come ye to the wa- 
ters; and he that hath no mon- 
ey; come ye, buy, and eat; 
yea come, buy wine and milk 
without money and without 
price’ (Isa. 55:1). 

(5) “For I will pour water 
upon him that is thirsty, and 
floods upon the dry ground; 
and I will pour my Spirit wp- 
on thy seed, and my blessing 
upon thine offspring;’ (Isa. 
44:3). 

Thank God for water! God 
meant this earth to be inhabited by 
man and so He put much water 
here. Three-fourths of the earth’s 
surface is covered by water. In 
the bowels of the earth are un- 
imagined quantities of water, 
spoken of in the Bible as “the 
waters under the earth.” The 
fountains of these great deeps 
were broken up to help bring about 
the flood which God commanded in 
the days of Noah. There are 
oceans of water in the air above 
us. The clouds are water, the mists 
and fogs are water. The clear 
heavenly blue of our atmosphere 
constantly takes up water from the 
earth which it returns in rain and 
snow and sleet and hail and dew. 
Water is an essential to the very 
existence of man and great quanti- 


ties of it are needed for his hap- 
piness. 


In Eden God planted a garden 
“that he might put Adam there.” 
And ground cannot be a garden 
without much water, so “a river 
went out of Eden to water the 
garden; and from thence it was 
parted, and became into four 
heads,” to water all the country 
round about. In those holy and 
lovely days before man ever sinned, 
there was no need of rain for a 
mist went up from the ground and 
watered the earth. 


And there will be water in heav- 
en, too, for John tells us that when 
he saw the holy city, the New 
Jerusalem come down from God 
out of heaven the angel showed 
him “. .. a pure river of water of 
life, clear as crystal, proceeding 
out of the throne of God and of 
the Lamb’”’ (Rev. 22:1). And on 
either side of this beautiful river 
of crystal water there will grow 
in abundance the tree of life with 
twelve manners of fruits and fruit 
every month in the year, and the 
leaves are for the healing of the 
nations! When Christ returns to 
the earth to reign at Jerusalem 
then we are told that “and it shall 
be in that day, that living waters 
shall go out from Jerusalem; half 
of them toward the former sea 
and half toward the hinder sea: in 
summer and in winter shall it be” 
(Zech. 14:8). The Psalmist sang 
in musical words “There is a river 
the streams whereof shall make 
glad the city of God, the holy place 
of the tabernacles of the Most 
High” (Psa. 46:4). 


For man to drink lots of pure 
water means health. To the soiled, 
water means cleansing and purity. 
To the tired water means refresh- 
ing. In the desert water means life 
itself. How fitting that God should 


ings, salvation, comfort, peace, joy 
and power! 

Isaac was a well-digger and he 
opened again the wells of his fa- 
ther, Abraham. The children of 
Israel in the wilderness longed for 
water and the bitter waters of 
Marah were made sweet. They 
thirsted and God gave water out 
of the rock more than once. 


How many times water is men- 
tioned in the ministry of Jesus. 
He talked about water to the wom- 
an of Samaria at the well of Jacob 
in Sychar. And He started the 
conversation saying, “Give me to 
drink.” The poo] of Bethesda, the 
pool of Siloam, the river Jordan, 
the Sea of Galilee — how large- 
ly they figured in the life and min- 
istry of Christ. And Jesus used 
water again and again as a symbol 
of the blessings that God has for 
all of us. Water pictures salva- 
tion and daily refreshing and com- 
fort, and the power of the Holy 
Spirit. 

Water, in the Bible, ordinarily 
pictures the Holy Spirit, whether 
the change the Spirit works in re- 
demption when one is born of the 
Spirit, or the anointing and filling 
of the Holy Spirit for service. To 
be sure the Holy Spirit represents 
Christ. Though Jesus has a human 
body, a body of flesh and bones 
with the scars in His hands and 
feet and a wound in His side, yet 
Jesus promised to the obedient 
Christian in John 14 that through 
the Holy Spirit both He and the 
Father “will come unto him and 
made our abode with him” (John 
14:23). In that case the Holy Spir- 


it ig the manifestation of the per-' 


son of Christ and we need not draw 
too sharply a line of distinction 
between the person of Christ and 
the person of the Holy Spirit.

|. The Water of Salvation Is Free 


Throughout the Bible many, 
many times water is used as a 
picture of salvation through Christ. 
Salvation is pictured as the “water 
of life” in Revelation 21:6 and 
Revelation 22:17. When Jesus 
spoke to the sinful Samaritan 
woman at the well about the water 
that He could give, He plainly 
meant to'offer her salvation and 
everlasting life. Blessed is the sweet 
invitation of God that “I will give 
to him that is athirst of the foun- 
tain of the water of life freely” 
Rev. 21:6), and again that 
“. . . whosoever will let him take 
of the water of life freely” (Rey. 
22:17). When Jesus died on the 
Cross the Salvation He offered 
freely to all the world was pictured 
by the stream of water and blood — 
that flowed down. from Hig side 
when the spear pierced His brok- 
en heart.

The blood of Jesus paid for the 
sins of the whole world. Blood, 
then means pardon, redemption! 
We praise God for the blood. We 
sing with joy 


“There is a fountain filled with 
blood 
Drawn from Immanuel’s 
veins,

Our hearts melt with gratitude 
when we remember that “the blood 
of Jesus Christ, His Son, cleanseth 
us from all sin” (I John 1:7). -The 
blood, therefore, ig for cleansing 
from sin, but what about the 
water? 


When on the most momentous 
occasion this world ever saw, Gcd 
had water to flow out from the 


clearly intended to picture salva- 
tion, what holy p had He 
in the water that gushed out that 
day? He meant just this; the one 
who is cleansed from sin has also 
the blessing of life, everlasting 
life! God not only cleanses a sin- 
ner who ig dead in trespasses and 
sins, but He makes him alive 
through the Holy Spirit. If the 
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| thirsted in the wilderness. 
ithe people in their thirst chided 


blood of Christ can justify a sin- 
ner in the sight of God, then the 
Holy Spirit of God can make the 
sinner alive. So then, all that are 
saved and justified are at the same 
time “born of the Spirit.” 


This, too, is the meaning of Titus 
3:5: “Not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done but ac- 
cording to his mercy he saved us 
BY THE WASHING OF REGEN- 
ERATION AND THE RENEW- 
ING OF THE HOLY GHOST.” The 
water and blood were mingled to- 
gether as they flowed down from 
the wound in the side of our Sav- 
iour. So at the same moment the 
poor sinner hag the washing of 
regeneration and the renewing of 
the Holy Ghost, is cleansed by 
the blood and made alive by water! 
This has no reference, of course, 
to baptism. The water simply pic- 
tures the Holy Spirit. Jesus having 
paid for my sins sent the Holy 
Spirit to do His will in saving 
sinners and blessing Christians. 
The Holy Spirit, the Spirit of 
Truth, is Christ’s representative 
now in dealing with men on earth. 


What a river of life is pictured 
by the water that came from the 
Saviour’s side! Do not shrink from 
this picture; spiritually we are to 
drink the water from the body of 
our Saviour and this is not strange 
for did He not say we must eat 
His flesh and drink His blood? 
(Jno. 6:53-58). The broken body, 
the shed blood, the poured-out wat- 
er — all picture parts of the sal- 
vation we have in Christ. Through 
Jesus Christ the Holy Spirit is 
given to convict sinners and even 
to give them new hearts when they 
are born of the Spirit. 


This truth is pictured in the ac- 
count of the children of Israel who 
When 


Moses, God told him “Behold, I 
will stand before thee there upon 
the rock in Horeb; and thou shalt 
smite the rock, and there shall 
come water out of it, that the peo- 
ple may drink. And Moses did so 
in the sight of the elders of Is- 
rael” (Ex. 17:6). And abundance 
of water flowed out of that great 
rock smitten with the rod and all 
the people drank their fill! But 
the meaning is not hard to find 
for in I Cor. 10:4 God’s Word says 
that they “did all drink the same 
spiritual drinks: for they drank 
of that spiritual rock that followed 
them and that rock was Christ.” 
Note that the living water which 
they drank that day did not flow 
until the rock was smitten. Only 
by the death of Christ could any 
ginner be saved. The Holy Spirit 
could not make new any vile heart, 
could not implant in any the di- 
vine nature except on the basis of 
our crucified Saviour! The Sav- 
iour who poured out His blood at 
the same time poured out water. 
The Holy Spirit seeks men to have 
everlasting life, but only on the 
basis that Christ died and paid for 
our sins. 


Christ Thirsted That All the Thirsty 
Might Be Filled 


How often thirst is used in the 
Bible to picture those desiring sal- 
vation! “Ho, everyone that thirst- 
eth, come ye to the waters,” says 
Isa. 55:1. “Let him that is athirst 
come,” was the message Jesus gave 
to the apostle John in the last 
chapter of the Bible (Rev. 22:17), 
and Jesus said to the poor sin- 
smitten woman that He met by 
the well of Sychar in Samaria: 

. . . if thou knewest the gift of 
God and who it is that saith to 
thee, Give me to drink; thou would- 
est have asked of him, and he 
would have given thee living wat- 
er.” He knew that underneath her 
brazen wickedness and despite her 
suspicion of Him, she was thirsty 
for life! When He had convicted 
her of her sins and shown her that 
true worship must be in the Spirit, 
in the heart, she longingly said, 
“When the Messiah is come he will 
show us all things.” She was 
thirsty! Thank God she got the 
water that was not in the well. 
She left her water pot to carry 
the water of life instead to the 
waiting multitudes! 

Thirst can be a horrible thing. 
So was the thirst of Jesus on the 
cross. Can you hear His cry, “I 
thirst”? (John 19:28): Why does 
the Scripture so carefully tell us 
of the thirst of the Saviour on 


‘the cross? Why is it meticulously 


recorded that they gave Him vine- 
gar to drink mingled with gall? 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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Because the thirst of our dying 
Saviour was simply God’s way of 
showing that He suffered for our 
sins, that with His stripes we are 
healed and through His dying 
thirst we could be satisfied forever! 
Jesus thirsted! 

I am sure one meaning intended 
by the Holy Spirit here is that 
Jesus thirsted spiritually. He want- 
ed water and longed for it as only 
a dying man can, but yet infinite- 
ly more He longed for the pres- 
ence and comfort of God’s Spirit 
which was denied Him. God had 
turned His face away and so Je- 
sus cried, “My Gcd, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?” (Mark 
16:34). Since Jesus took my place, 
bore my sins, then He must bear 
the awful weight of the penalty, 
must drink the last dregs of the 
cup of sin —- and those dregs were 
sorrow indeed! God the Father de- 
parted from Christ as He hung 
on the cross and turned away His 
face, as he must do to let a sinner 
suffer the torments of hell. Jesus 
suffered those torments. He was 
not only alone so far as any human 
understanding and human sharing 
of his grief is concerned; He was 
alone in that God the Father and 
the angels of heaven and the Holy 
Spirit turned themselves away. 
Jesus thirsted in vain. Not until 
Jesus could say, “It is finished” 
and again, “Father, into thy hands 
I commend my spirit,’ could He 
feel again the consciousnéss and 
delight of the Father’s presence, 
the joy of the Holy Spirit. If you 
study carefully Psalms 22 which 
pictures the crucifixion, you will 
see this same thing clearly, the 
unsatisfied grief, the stricken heart 
of Jesus left alone in His sorrow, 
until finally the debt was paid, 
lacking only His death. 

But physically Jesus thirsted, an 
awtul, terrible thirst: How like the 
rich man in hell who lifted up his 
eyes in torment to ask God to 
“Send Lazarus that he may dip the 
tip of his finger in water and cool 
my tongue for I am tormented in 
this flame.’”’ I do not know all that 
is in hell, but surely there is no 
water there! Today as I saw the 
swirling snowflakes coming down 
from a dull October sky, I thougnt 
how grateful the rich man in hell 
would be for even one snowflake 
upon his parched tongue! There is 
no water in hell! 


When God gave directions for 
the preparation and eating of the 
passover lamb He made every de- 
tail fit the death of Christ. It was 
to be a male lamb in its prime, 
without blemish, and not a bone 
was to be broken. The lamb was to 
be roasted with fire picturing the 
wrath of God, and it was to be 
eaten with bitter herbs picturing 
the torment and the grief of a 
dying Saviour, our Man of Sor- 
rows. And God gave particular di- 
rections about the lamb, “Eat not 
of it raw, NOR SODDEN AT ALL 
WITH WATER, but roast with 
fire’ (Exo. 12:9), and for fifteen 
hundred years every Jewish fam- 
ily on the day of the preparation 
of the Passover pictured the wrath 
of God poured out in judgment 
without alleviation on the blame- 
less Christ,.our Passover Lamb. 
There is no relief to the torment 
in hell, there is no water for parched 
tongues there. So Christ died 
crying out, “I thirst!” I love Him 
more today, bless His dear name, 
because He thirsted for me! Men 
gave Him vinegar and gall to drink 
that I might drink only the water 
of life and never thirst again! 


Christ has thirsted for you. Oh, 
thirsty soul, drink then today and 
be filled! You need not bear the 
eternal condemnation of your sins. 
God is able and willing to for- 
give sins since Christ has paid for 
everyone. That blameless One was 
condemned that we, the guilty, 
might be free. He thirsted that we 
might drink; He died that we 
might live! You today may look 
and drink and live! 


Drink and Never Thirst Again! 


If we remember that all the joys 
and delights and riches of our sal- 
vation were purchased at Calvary, 
it will not be hard to believe in 
the blessed eternal security of a 
child of God. Those who believe we 
must work at staying saved have 
never yet quite understood that 
people are saved all of grace and 
none of works, saved by the death 
of Christ. If I accept Christ as 
my substitute and if God accepts 
Christ as my substitute, then thank 
God, I can never be brought into 
condemnation. The perfection and 
holiness of Christ makes Him for- 


ever acceptable to God. The full- 
ness of His atonement settles for- 
ever all my sins; all the past sins, 
all the present sins, and all the 
future sin. Every sin wag dealt 
with on Calvary. Every sin piled 
its sorrow, its grief, and its curse 
on Jesus there. And every sin died 
there with Christ. It igs marked 
off the books, marked “paid,” when 
I take Christ as my Saviour and 
depend only upon what happened 
at Calvary to make my peace with 
God. 


So Jesus talking xo the sinful 
woman of Samaria said, “Whoso- 
ever drinketh of this water shall 
thirst again: but whosoever drink- 
eth of the water that I shall give 
him, he shall never thirst, but the 
water that I shall give him shall be 
in him a well of water springing up 
into everlasting life.’ One who 
trusts in Christ will never thirst 
again for salvation. In another 
sense Christians may hunger and 
thirst for mere of Christ’s tangible 
presence, more joy, more power 
and they can have them, thank 
God. But in the matter of salva- 
tion, one who has trusted in Christ 
has done all that he ever needs to 
do to have salvation and everlast- 
ing life. God plants the living well 
within the believing child and that 
well of water within him springs 
up into everlasting life! For Je- 
sus said in John 7:37-39: “. .. If 
any man thirst let him come unto 
me, and drink. He that believeth 
on me, as the Scripture hath said, 
out of his belly shall flow rivers 
of living water. (But this spake 
he of the Spirit, which they that 
believe on him should receive).” 
When a sinner trusts Jesus Christ 
he drinks once, long and deep. Then 
the Holy Spirit of God moves into 
his body, works a change in his 
nature, and then never leaves him. 
The Spirit of God abides in every 
born-again one. The same Holy 
Spirit who changes the heart when 
one is born again, stays right there 
within that body ready to take us 
up to meet Jesus in the rapture 
when He comes. To be born of 
the Spirit means salvation and,

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thank God, to be indwelt by this 
®ame Spirit; as every Christian is, 
means eternal security, everlasting 
salvation, never-failing life within! 
Thank God the thirsty soul may 
eirink of Christ and be satisfied 
once and forever with salvation. 


This is the picture also of the 
Passover Lamb. The Jews were 
to eat of the lamb on}g.once. They 
were to eat it all in one night, and 
if any remained until morning it 
must be burned (Exo. 12:10). One 
never needs to be saved but once: 
If you have eaten once of the Pass- 
over lamb, if you have once had 
the blood on the door-post, if you 
have once drunk of the water of 
life given by our Saviour, you will 
never thirst again for salvation! 


Are You Thirsty? Then Drink 
Today! 


God never saves any except the 
thirsty. No one is ever saved be- 
cause he joins a church, for one 
may join a church from wicked 
or selfish motives. One is never 
saved because of a good life for 
he may be moral without any 
heart-seeking after God. Jesus 
plainly said, “If any man thirst 
let him come unto me and drink.” 
Some people think that this is too 
easy a way of salvation, just to 
trust in Jesus Christ, to receive 
Him. Some feel that too many 
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would accept this proposition, and 
that people would be saved this 
way on terms that are too easy. 
But they need not fret for no one 
will ever come to Christ unless 
he is thirsty for Christ. If you, 
dear reader, are thirsty for Jesus 
our Saviour, hungry and thirsty 
for righteousness, then come today 
and drink and be filled! You are 
welcome; Christ invites you. Drink 
freely of the water of life, whoso- 
ever will! Jesus says, “Let him 
that is athirst come and whoso- 
ever will let him take of the water 
of life freely.” 


This world does not satisfy 
heart-hunger and soul-thirst, so 
Isaiah cries out, “Ho, everyone 
that thirsteth, come ye to the wa- 
ters, and he that hath no money; 
come ye, buy, and eat; yea come, 
buy wine and milk without money 
and without price. Wherefore do 
ye spend money for that which is 
not bread? And your labour for 
that which satisfieth not? Hearken 
diligently unto me, and eat ye that 
which is good, and let your soul 
delight in fatness” (Isa. 55:1, 2). 
Have you tried to satisfy your 
thirst on the things of the world? 
I tell you now they will never fill 
you and refresh you, will never 
give you what your soul longs for! 
The prodigal boy in the hog pen 
was not satisfied with the husks 
that the swine did eat. Wherefore 
do you then spend money for that 
which is not bread? Why do you 
give your labour for that which 
satisfieth not? Come without 
money! come without price... 
yea, come, come buy wine and 
milk without money and without 
price.”

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today and be saved. Your need 
ig all the qualification necessary 
if in your heart,you chose to drink 
and be filled. Trust Jesus Christ 
today, receive Him and be filled 
with Him and never thirst again! 


ll. Child of God, Drink Freely The 
Water of Comfort and Holy 
Spirit Power 


“For I will pour water upon him 
that is thirsty, and floods upon 
the dry ground; and I will pour 
my Spirit upon thy seed, and my 
blessing upon thine offspring”’ (Isa. 
44:3). 

We will never know until we 
know 4s we are known, the mani- 
fold riches of the Holy Spirit in 
relation to the child of God. We 
know that there is the Spirit that 
changes the heart when one is born 
of the Spirit. We know that the 
Holy Spirit dwells in every believer 
since the day Jesus rose from the 
dead and was glorified and came 
and breathed on the disciples and 
said, “Receive ye the spirit” (John 
7:37-39; John 20:19-22). The Holy 
Spirit now abides in every saved 
person. But beyond these two facts 
of the incoming and the indwelling 
of the Holy Spirit which are every 
Christian person’s possession, the 
Holy Spirit has many other riches. 
He is our comforter (John 14:16), 
to comfort and solace those of us 
left orphans since Jesus Christ in 
His body ascended to heaven and 
left this world. He ig the “Spirit 
of Truth,” too (John 15:26; 16:

He also is the “Spirit of Suppli- 
cations” (Zech. 12:10), and “Like- 
wise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what 
to pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession 
for us with groanings which can- 
not be uttered” (Rom. 8:26). He 
is the Spirit who teaches the Chris. 
tian to pray and prays with him. 
The Holy Spirit also sheds abroad 
the love of God in our hearts 
(Rom. 5:5). Otherwise how should 
we ever love Him, so sinful and 
selfish is our nature! Do you see 
that though every saved person 
has drunk of the water of life 
which has reference to the Holy 
Spirit who comes in to change the 
heart and to live when one is 
saved, yet one may thirst for the 
comfort and help of the Holy Spir- 
it day by day. 

I remember that Dr. R. A. Tor- 
rey in his book on the Holy Spirit 
tells how one sad day when he 
had just buried his little girl who 
died suddenly with diptheria, 
buried her without a public serv- 
ice and with hardly any mourners 
or friends, that he walked down 
the street so utterly lonely and 


‘broken that he cried out aloud on 


the lonely street in Chicago! And 
then he tells us the sweet joy and 
comfort of the Holy Spirit was his 
and gave him strength to go on 
and spoke peace to his troubled 
heart! 

“Many are the afflictions of the 
righteous,” says the thirty-fourth 
Psalm, “but the Lord delivereth 
him out of them all,” and one of 
the best ways that God can deliver 
the righteous from troubles is by 
the conscious presence of the Spirit 
of God. Drink deep, dear brother, 
of all the fullness of God! 

Psalm 34:7 was long a great joy 
to me, even when I did not fully 
understand it. It says that “The 
angel of the Lord encampeth round 
about them that fear him and de- 
livereth them.” I thought how 
sweet it was that angels of God 
were round about every saint to 
care for them! I remembered Eli- 
sha at Dothan and how the char- 
iots of fire surrounded the city 
and he could say to his servant, 
“. . « Fear not; for they that be 
with ug are more than they that 
be with them” (II Kings 6:16). It 
is great to have angels encamped 
round about to protect you! But 
the other day I began to study all 
the Bible said about the “angel 
of the Lord” and I discovered that 
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the angel of the Lord ‘is really the 
Lord Jesus Christ Himself! Hal- 
lelujah! I have not only the angels 
of God but the king of angels, 
yea, the creator of angels, at whose 
bidding all the hosts of heaven 
gladly obey! Christ Himself never 
never leaves the believer! 

Isn’t that what Jesus promised 
when He gave the great commis- 
sion, “Lo, I am with you alway 
even unto the end of the world?” 
Christ through the Holy Spirit is 
in and with and around the child 
of God to supply all his needs evy- 
ery day!

what shall we have therefore?” 
(Matt. 19:27). I suppose every 
preacher who leaves home and wife 
and children and ease, loaded with 
burdens, without a day of rest 
through long weeks or months, 
sometimes asks the same question, 
“Lord, what will you give me to 
make up for what I miss?’” Thank 
God, if He gives me souls like 
these, that is enough for the pres- 
ent. Later, in His good day, the 
rest will come!

how poor indeed when I try to be 
all four of them at once! I thought 
of it when after an exhausting day 
last Sunday, the bell dragged me 
out of bed Monday morning at 
6:00 to go preach on the radio over 
in Minneapolis, ten miles away.

25), and “Blessed is the man whose 
strength is in thee” (Psa. 84:5), 
and “My flesh and my heart fail- 
eth; but God is the strength of my 
heart, and my portion forever!” 
(Psa. 73:25). So by His sweet 
grace I carry on, preaching, writ- 
ing, studying, praying, dealing with 
sinners, trying to strengthen pas- 
tors and churches and sow seed be- 
side all waters. What will God 
give? Reaping time in full will 
come later, at the judgment seat of 
Christ, but how sweet is the pres- 
ent reaping, when God saves many 
sinners! 

Another preaches to my people I 
love. My baby, Sarah Joy, has 
learned to talk and say “Daddy” 
in the month gone, and I have 
never heard her! She has new 
teeth that I have never felt, as 
it is the right of every proud fa- 
ther! I edit and write for The 
Sword of the Lord, painfully, at 
long distance, often without a 
stenographer, and between other 
duties. The best I can, with other 
cares I plan on how to pay the 
printing bills, supervise the work 
of the church, direct my hélpers 
so faithful, try to take my re- 
sponsibility as a father.

and ~vants to see me as much &s 
I want to see her. But am TI sad! 
Is my heart cast down? Have I 
too many burdens? No! No! NO! 
Is it too much? If I ever think 
so, may God forgive me! It # not 
even enough! With the pay God 
gives, with the joy of His pres- 
ence, the reward of souls saved 
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pour water upon him that is thirsty 
and floods upon the dry ground; 
and I will pour my Spirit upon 
thy seed, and my blessing upon 
thine offspring:”’ Here is not only 
salvation: here is an abundance of 
overwhelming blessings for every 
thirsty child of God! The Passover 
lamb pictured salvation in the 
death of Christ, but the Feast of 
Unleavened Bread began the same 
day. Those who ate of the pass- 
over lamb could eat only one meal, 
but they continued the Feast of 
Unleavened Bread for seven days, 
picturing the entire space of a 
man’s life. One needs to be saved 
only once but he can eat of the 
bread of life then, day by day. 
The children of Israel only one 
time came out of Egypt, only one 
time crossed the Red Sea picturing 
baptism in the cloud and the sea, 
but again and again, week in and 
week out for forty years, they fed 
on manna from heaven, angel’s 
food, which was supplied according 
to each day’s need. 


The children of Israel, when they 
thirsted in the wilderness of Sin, 
were led by Moses to the great 
rock in Horeb and there he smote 
the rock. The smitten rock pic- 
tured Jesus crucified for our sins 
and the water flowed out there- 
from picturing that every thirsty 
soul could drink of Christ and have 
salvation. The Holy Spirit comes 
in to the thirsty soul to change 


from Hell and to Heaven, and the 
assurance a future “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant” 
from Him whom my soul loveth, 
what I have to give is pitifully 
small! Only His mercy, surely, 
makes Him willing to accept it 
and use it. With all my soul I 
thank and praise Him, He lets me 
labor, uses my weak efforts, de- 
spite my weakness and my many 
sins! Thank God, it is not too 
much. I pray I may be counted 
worthy to labor more, and that He 
will accept it. Many others serve 
Him better and more faithfully, 
and give up so much more. I am 
ashamed even to mention the mat- 
ter. Forgive the reference to my- 

f on the grounds that this is 
my simple testimony to the joy of 
trying to serve Him, however 
poorly. 

So to every soul winner, and to 
each who would be one, I Say, 
(yet not I but the Lord), “There- 
fore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
stedfast, unmoveable, always a+ 
bounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your 
labor is not in vain in the Lord” 
(I Cor. 15:58). Beloved Christians, 
there is joy now and heavenly re- 
ward hereafter, in winning souls. 
May God send a mighty revival of 
soul winning passion and zeal into 
the hearts of His people who read 
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the heart and live within. 

And yet the children of Israel 
thirsted again: and again the? 
came back to the same rock. But 
this time Moses committed a griev- 
ous sin. As we carefully compare 
the two occasions as told in Exo” 
dus 17:1-6 and Numbers 20:1-13, 
We suppose that they came the 
second time to the same rock. And 
this time Moses was commanded, 
“Speak ye unto the rock before 
their eyes and it shall give forth 
his water and thou shalt bring 
forth to them water out of the 
rock: so thou shalt give the con- 
gregation and their beasts to 
drink” (Num. 20:8). But Moses in 
hot anger smote the rock twice and 
God was angry with Moses and 
Aaron. What was their sin? 
Numbers 20:12 says, “And the 
Lord spake unto Moses and Aaron, 
Because ye believed me not, to 
sanctify me in the eyes of the 
children of Israel, therefore ye shall 
not bring this congregation into 
the land which I have given them.” 
Some way they carelessly missed 
the great spirtual blessing in this 
second coming to the rock for 
water. 


The first time God had com- 
manded Moses to smite the rock. 
That pictured Christ in His cru- 
cifixion. When the people drank 
it pictured the sinner dr

God commanded Moses to speak | 


to the rock and that pictured a 
child of God already saved com- 
ing again and again to the same 
rock, Christ, to drink of all the 


fullness of God, the power of the ° 


Holy Spirit! One who drinks for 
salvation will never thirst again 
and need never to drink again in 
order to be saved. But praise God, 
as long as we are in the wilderness 
of this world we can have water 
in the desert, “Floods upon the dry 
ground” (Isa. 44:3). Christ, our 


smitten rock, pours out the Holy’ 
Spirit in fullness and power upon. 


those who thirst and “speak to the 
rock.”’ 

There are too many desert Chris- 
tians who never have enough to 
drink. There are too many children 
of God like arid land that does not 
bloom and blossom like the rose 
in a well-watered garden. They 
need poured out upon them the 
abundance and the fullness of the 
Holy Spirit! 


How can a Christian be filled 
with the Spirit and have all the 
fullness of God for which Paul 
prayed in *ehalf of the Ephesian 
Christians? (Eph. 3:19). Why, 
he may have the water freely if 
he is thirsty! God has promised, 
“I will pour water upon him that 
is thirsty, and floods upon the dry 
ground; and I will pour my Spirit 
upon thy seed, and my blessing 
upon thine offspring.” God will 
pour out the Holy Spirit upon those 


who hunger and thirst for Him. © 


The apostles were thirsty for the 
power of the Spirit and so they 
tarried and prayed with supplica- 
tion until God poured out upon them 
the Spirit at Pentecost. The same 
apostles and other Christians were 
thirsty and so they prayed again, 
“And when they had prayed the 
place was shaken where they were 
assembled together and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost and

ness” (Acts 4:31). Paul, the new 
convert, who had just found Christ 
on the road to Damascus, was 
thirsty for the power of the Holy 


Spirit so he did not eat nor drink . 


for three days but prayed until he 
received his sight and was filled 
wingg the Holy Spirit (Acts. 9:1- 

Reader, whoever you are, if you 
are thirsty, God has water. He 
has the water of life for the lost 
who want salvation. He has peace 
and comfort and joy and every 
blessing needed for his saints. He 
has all the fullness of God for you, 
the fulness of the Spirit, if you are 
thirsty. Again Jesus stands and 
cries, “If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me and drink.”

drink deep today, of Christ, by 


trusting’ Him and receiving Him, 
will you not write me and tell me 
so? And how happy, if Christians 
are led to seek and find and drink 
of the fullness of the Holy Spirit 
for comfort and joy and soul win- 
ning joy, how glad I would be to 
hear it.
